said the other day: "We car 
have a recession this fall, o 
we can have the same reces 
lion next fall, plus 6 per cent!

This is by no means a gen 
eral, and certainly not a pop 
ular view, but the persons who 
hold it have some Interestini 
points to make. Their armu 
menu, much simplified, is 
this: 

"Inventories are out of line 
Profits in manufacture are be­ 
ing squeezed by steadily ris­ 
ing wages. Profits in distribu­ 
tion have been cut by insist­ 
ence on sales volume at almost 
any cost. Housing and auto­ 
mobile markets are saturated, 
not merely curtailed by strin­ 
gent credit. 

"The cure for all this is ,to 
lay off a few million people and 
let demand catch up /or a few 
months. That's a tough rem­ 
edy, but if we pour out new 
money to help everybody avoid 
these cutbacks, there will be 
Just that much more Inven 
tory   from the mine to the
pantry shelf  to digest a yea 
from now." 

From this standpoint, the 
cutback of 959,000 vehicles in 
passenger car production so- 
far this year is not a calam 
ity but a blessing to the econ 
omy at large   however much
it alarms stockholders anc 
arouses auto workers' spokes 
men. A car that has neve:
been built doesn't have to be 
warehoused, promoted, and fin 
ally sold at a loss.

A farmer, almos 
by definition, is a person who 
will produce food or fiber to 
the limits of the resources he 
commands   almost as instinc 
lively as a bee produces honey 

Thus the farmer is extremely 
unlikely to plow up any crop 
that promises to succeed jus 
to get the soil bank subsidy 
Any cropland that . gets into 
the soil bank at this late date 
probably already faces failure
